EAT CATCHER BILL. 


AN ODD 
NEW 
YORK CHARACTER 


TALKS OF HIS PROFESSION. 


The Business Etas Gone to tlie Dogs, Meta- 


phorically Speaking—In the Good Old 
Days Before the S. P. C. A—The Pro 
fessor Tolls Something of His Methods. 
There arc but six professional rat 


catchers in New York city, and only 
two of these have regular places of busi- 
ness. The profession has gone to the 
dogs. This statement, while used as a 
metaphor, is also a paradox. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the business has not gone to 
the do&"3, but simply declined because 
the sfcato laws against rat baiting are 
vory severe and are rigidly enforced by 
the officers of the S. P. C. A. 


In the "good old days" there was 


money in rat catching. The ' 'professor,'' 
armed with his lantern and tongs and 
accompanied by a humblo apprentice 
to "hold the bag, "would sally forth 
aiul make an arrangement with some 
restaurant or stable proprietor to relieve 
the premises of a portion of its popula- 
tion of rodents at so much por rat, gen- 
erally "10 cents per." An hour later 
these same rats would figure in somo 
Center street or Bowery pit aa objects 
of the prowess of some fancy black and 
tan or rough haired terrier, the admir- 
ing owner of it cheerfully paying 25 
cents each, or five for $1, for them. 


William A. Heitler, who claims to 


bo -'the original Bill the Ratcatcher," 
a title gained in 18 years' service with 
Harry Jennings, whose memory is kept 
green among "the fancy," said, in dis- 
cussing the decadence of his profession: 


"The business isn't what it used to 


be. Then wo made our own terms and 
made money at both ends. Then we 
dealt with the people direct. Now we 
havo got to deal with the agents. If a 
flat is overrun with rats, the tenant 
threatens to move. Then the agent writes 
on a postal card, 'Bill, ricl this flat of 
rats.' That is mostly daylight work. I 
go up to the flat and set my traps and 
keep a-settmg them until there Isn't 
anything to catch.'' 


"Don't you use ferrets?" 
"Yes, I use ferrets in my business, 


but not in flat houses. Don't you know 
that a rat killed by a ferret is jnst the 
same as a poisoned rat under the floor 
or in the wall? I sell ferrets, but what 
;ood are they? Now, when we clean out 
a flat, why, then, we sell the lady some 
,tuff to keep them out. It does the work 
all right, only it drives them into some 
other flat. 


' 'Tho real art in this here profession 


.8 night work. It ain't ically what you 
would call aitistio, but it is moro like 
sleight of hand. In the daytime you go 
;o the place and go all over tho halls 
and nail pieces of tin over most of the 
loles. A house is to the rats just like a 
own is to people. There are avenues 
ind alleys. 
'MNow, lust imagmu uuuu m»»—•*£,>-». 


a lot of policemen would start iiom the 
STorth nvor and the East liver, bimul- 
;anoouslik;o, and chase everybody into 
3roadway, and then set 'cm all go- 
ng to tho Battery. Well, that's the 
way wo do with rats. Wo plug up all 
ihe ends of the side streets, you might 
say, and get them on to a Broadway. 


"We do this by turning several fer- 


•ets loose to stir them up. The cellar is 
where I want them. There I am with 
my little bullsoyo lantern and iny long 
;ongs. The rat starts across the floor I 
iear him mid flash the lanterns. The 
minute tho round light spot stiikes him 
10 conies to a dead standstill. He seems 
jaralyzed, and he won't move nndei 
ive seconds. Then is my chance. 


"If I want to save him to try a dog 


with, I reach forward, and with my 
;ongs grab him by the tail. If I don't 
want a live tat—and there ain't much 
call for them now—I broak his back 
with tho tongs. 


' 'Tho biggest night'a work I ever done 


was killing 960 rats at Willard's hotel 
.a Washington 
When I got through 


that job, I felt like proposing to the 
government to rid the wharves and 
looks of the country of rats. Now, that 
is all there is to rat catching. The work 
isn't dangerous, except when you tackle 
the rats on a ship. When the Spanish 
training ship was here, I took 156 tats 
off her. They wore not like the house 
rats we have here. They were slim and 
gray, with tails twice as long as theii 
bodies. ^They were as active at> monkeys. 


"To give you an idea. I havo a lit- 


tle dog that has killed 50 rats, m 18 
minutes. I put 20 of these ship rats into 
a pit with him, and at the end of 50 
minutes he had only killed seven. They 
did not fight him, but they simply kept 
out of his way, jumping over him when 
ho would rush. 
^, 


"But, as I was a-saying, the time 


was when i» rat catcher had money to 
burn. It was a dull night that he ditWt 
clear his $26 or $85. Now he can't 
make that in a week in the busy season, 
including what he gets for trimming 
dogs' oars, selling ferrets and • thinga 
like that. When you have to deal with 
real estate agents, you ain't going to get 
none the best of it." 
"Did you ever try the scheme of bell- 


ing a rat? They say that will scare all 
the other rats away?" 
"I only know this: II you put a bell 


on a rat, he will be found dead in the 
walls inside of two days. It is my be- 
lief that the other rata kill him; but, 
say, if you ever want to stir up a rat 
colony, "catch one old fellow, s^near him 
svith phosphorous paste and send him on 
his travels. 
"In the winter I sell a great many 


live rats to the medical colleges. They 
use thoni in experiments. There is a 
tannery over in Newark that gives i 
cents apiece for rat hides. The skin 
must be perfect, however. 


"The least tear makes it no good, anc 


it is hardly worthwhile skinning them, 
so many are rejected. They tan the 
skin soft, like M3, and tan it with the 
hair on. The skins are not used to make 
kid gloves. They told me the last time 
I took 12 dozen over there that they 
were nsed for lining gloves."

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K4IX.ROAD STATISTICS. 


The preliminary report ot the Inter- 


state Cornmorco Commission prepared 
by its statistician has been issued. It 
contains returns from 570 operating 
companies whose reports were filed on 
or before November 23d, and cuvers 
about 189,559 miles of road, or about 85 
per cent of the total operated mileage 
in the United States. The gross earn- 
ings from the operations of the 189,559 
miles of line represented were $949,- 
639,975, of which $300,137,142 was from 
passenger service, $617,958,493 was from 
freight service and $22,420,298 was for 
earnings from operations covering re- 
ceipts from telegraph, use of cars, 
switching cars, etc. The operating ex- 
penses were $843,428,331, leaving net 
earnings of $306,210.734. 


.Reduced to a mileage basis the earn- 


ings from passenger service were $2,067 
per mile, from freight service $4,132 
per mile, making the total gross earn- 
ngs,$6,350 per mile. The operating ex- 
penses were $4,132 per mile and the earn- 
ings $2,048 per mile. A comparison of 
these items with similar receipts from 
the complete reports of previous years 
shows » decrease per mile of line in 
earnings from passenger service of $b3; 
in earnings from freight service, $774; 
in total gross earnings of $840; in 
operating expenses of $574, and in net 
earnings of $266. 


The total number of passengers 


carried was 505,285,446, and the. num- 
ber of tons of freight carried 571,855,- 
942. 


The net earnings available for the 


payment of fixed charges and dividends 
were $306,210,744 as against $350,766,607 
for the same roads the previous year, a 
decrease of $44,555,861. The dividends 
paid were $62,664,961, as compared with 
$60,404,130 for 1893. 


Notwithstanding 
the 
decrease, 


traffic rates have been reduced during 
the year, tho average rate per passen- 
ger per mile beihg a fraction less than 
two cents, compaied with 2.18 cents per 
mile in 1893, and the average recepts 
per ton per mile for freight being 8 66 
cents as compared with 8.78 eents per 
mile in 1893. 


These statistics show that aboul 85 


per ctnt of the railroads of the United 
States received last year about $950,- 
000,000 for tarrying freight and passen- 
gers, and expended about $844,000,000 
in operating their lines. The railroads, 
according to Poor's Manual, which is 
recognized as authority on the subject, 
are capitalized ut over $11,000,000,000, 
an almost incalculable amount, and if 
the Government should purchase them, 
as so:na people who are opposed to is- 
suing bonds declare it should do, it 
would have to issue eleven billions of 
Government notes to consummate the 
purchase. 


To-day a hundred persona connected 


with the press of the Golden State are 
expected to arrive in Keno on an ex- 
cursion to Nevada.

THE STAMP MANIA. 


A Collection of Stumps Worth IKnlf a 


Million Dollars. 


A recent paper on the stamp collect- 


ing mania in this country and in Eu- 
rope contained some curious facts 
whioh will be intereresting to Ameri- 
can beys who make philately a hobby. 


The most 
valuable collection of 


stamps in the world is the one stated to 
bo owned by Herr Von Ferrary of 
Paris, which id valued at $500,000. The 
collection now iu the British museum, 
which is valued at $300,000, comes 
next. 


Tnere are, it appears, a dozen little 


old stamps which, if any boy could 
find on some old letters, would bring 
him $10,000 in the market. 
Of these 


the 1 and 2-penoe stamps of Mauritius 
of the first issue would be worth"$2,000 
eacb. As there are supposed to be 
only eight of each of these stamps in 
the world no boy is likely to find them. 
An American stamp, the 5-cent Brattle- 
boro provisional issue, is worth $1,200; 
s Dine of 'the stamps of the Confederate 
States sell for large sums. 


It is said that a stamp market is held 


on a certain morning of the week in 
the Champs Elysees, in Paris. Trades- 
women, with their aprons full of stamps, 
bonnes, boys with their little baskets, 
gather in crowds in the shade of the 
trees, chattering, gesticulating, laugh- 
ing, to buy or exchange for flmsy wares. 
It is one of the most characteristic 
sights of Paris. 


Two of the governments of South 


American States are known to be in 
the pay of wealthy stamp dealers in 
Europe and change their issues fre- 
quently to give their patrons profitable 
"corners." 


The stamp craze began only forty 


years ago in Belgium and is now a vast 
business, extending over all the civil- 
ized world. Every boy, probably, has 
made a small investment in it. 


Whether it is safe to make large ones 


in stock ao intrinsically worthless, is a 
matter of question.—Youth's Companion.

THE MONEY ISSUE. 


Organ] 7ut ion and A ctloii Required—Vote 


for no RIan or Party that does not 
Favor Kreo Coinage. 


The - meric3.u Bimotall c League has 


adopted the following: 


It is an indisputable fact that the 


monetary revolution inaugurated in 
1873 by changing the money standard 
of gold and silver to gold alone has 
resulted in twenty years in doubling 
the value of money and reducing the 
general level of prices 60 per cent, or to 
half the former scale. It is also a fact 
that cannot be denied that the repeal of 
the so-called Sherman law, following 
the closing of the mints of India to 
silver, instead of restoring prosperity 
to the country, as was promised when 
its repeal was demanded, has resulted 
in an average fall of prices in the 
United States of 15 per cent in a single 
year, a fall unprecedented in the an- 
nals of trade. This change in the rela- 
tion of money to commodities, debts 
acd taxes is fast destroying the inde- 
pendence of American farmers and 
other industrial classes and reducing 
to a condition of dependence and serf- 
dom tho entire producing and labor 
population of the country, and will, if 
not^ arrested, undermine the foundation 
of civil liberty. 


When, therefore, the far-reaching and 


yet immeasurable consequences to the 
civilized world of this change in the 
money standard are considered, a 
change clandestinely begun, the result 
of a conspiracy of the non-producing 
banking and boudholding classes, un- 
der the hypocritical pretence of honest 
money, just then enormously increased 
by unfortunate wars, and to enable the 
conspirators, their aiders and abettors 
to command the products of life and 
labor at a lower rate than open facts or 
open-handed justice would permit— 
when these facts and the effect upon 
mankind are considered and the records 
of the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century are made up, this change in the 
money standard must stand as among 
the most monstrous of public crimes in 
the history of the human race. 


Nor is the end yet. The apprecia- 


tion of gold and the fall in prices, 
under existing conditions, mast go on 
indefinitely as population increases 
and the gold standard is extended to 
still other countries. 
There is no 


remedy for the evils attending this 
condition of things but to remove the 
cause. The proposition, therefore, to 
cure existing evils that are world wide 
and restore prosperity to the people by 
changing the tariff schedules is so 
puerile as to merit only contempt. 
Nor can the gold standard be main- 
tained by issuing bonds and borrowing 
gold, and we denounce the issue of 
bonds in time of peace and for the pur- 
pose for which they are being issued as 
not only without authority of law but 
utterly defenseless as public policy, 
and we call upon Congress to immedi- 
ately put a stop to this lawless and 
reckless use of the public 
credit. 


What is needed now is more standard 
money to pay bebts and taxes with and 
not more promises to pay gold. 


Issues are not made to order; they 


arise out of conditions and in view of 
these facts who will say the money 
question is not now the dominant is- 
sue in this country and the one before 
all others. Even the highest condi- 
;ions of party pale to nothinfg. Nor 
can this issue be displaced by any 
other, nor can prosperity be restored 
;o the country until this issue is set- 
tled and settled rightly. To accom- 
plish this great result in the face of the 
powerful gold combination which now 
dominates the government of the civi- 
lized world, and none more than ours, 
requires something more than con- 
tinued discussion. 


It requires organization and action. 


It requires heroism and self-sacrifice. 
It requires unceasing devotion to prin- 
ciple and a vast amount of unrecom- 
penced work. But in no other way can 
the battle be won and this work must 
be done if we would not be slaves. 


Therefore, without attempting to take 


other steps now, or until experience 
shall have proved other lines of action 
to be necessary, the convention calls 
upon the advocates of monetary reform 
everywhere to make this the paramount 
issue in every State and Territory of 
this Union and to subordinate to it 
every other issue, and to highly resolve 
that they will not vote for any candi- 
date for any legislative or executive 
office, State or national, who is not in 
favor of the free coinage of both gold 
and silver at the old ratio of 16 to 1, 
and they will not support any party 
not pledged unequivocally in conven- 
tions and platforms, State and national, 
and by then- candidates, in favor of 
restoring the constitutional standard 
of money in the United States by the 
free and unrestricted coinage of both 
gold and silver as it existed in this 
country from the foundation of the 
Government and for indefinite ages 
throughout the civilized world until 
1873. 


Americans must act for America in- 


dependently of what other nations may 
do or may »ot do, and to this end we 
urge the organization of silver leagues 
in every State and Territory in the 
Union and in every district, county, 
city and town in the entire country, 
the members of which shall pledge 
themselves to do all in their power to 
carry ont these principled; and we 
further urge, as a necessary step, if it 
is expected' to win this fight in 1896, 
that the mining States and the agricul- 
tural States as States unite in olose 
compact, and, subordinating all other 
issues and all party considerations to 
this one purpose, work together to 
secure this all-important reform. 


Resolved," Vh&t a committee of five be 


appointed to take this movement in 
charge, with power to call a convention 
when in their judgment the time has 
come for farther action or to chang- 
the line of action from that herein pro 
posed.

NEW YORK'S STATUES. 


The City Erected the Worth Monument 


and Private Enterprise the Others. 
It is a peculiarity about the public 


Statues in Now York city that they have 
had to bo provided by popular subscrip- 
tion with little or no aid from the city. 
An exception to the rule is the monu- 
ment in Madison square erected in 1857 
in honor of Major General Worth. The 
city paid for that. Most of the other 
statues have been erected by private en 
terprisos. 
,. 


Individuals paid for tho bronze statue 


of Franklin on Printing House square, 
that of Alexander Hamilton in Central 
park, the statue of Daniel Webster in 
the same place and the Irving statue in 
Bryant square. The Scotch residents of 
New York contributed to the erection of 
the Scott steftue in Central park in 1871 
and of the Robert Burns statue in 1880. 
The German citizens of New York pre 
sented the bronze bust of Hnmboldt on 
the one hundredth anniversary of his 
birth, in 1869,. and ten years before that 
they had provided for the expense of the 
Schiller statue in Central park. The 
French citizens of New York raised the 
money for the Lafayette statue erected 
in Union square in 1876, Irish citizens 
for the bust of Thomas Moore, erected in 
Central park in 1880; the Venezuela 
residents of New York for the equestrian 
statue of Bolivar in 1884, and the Ital- 
ian residents of New York for two 
statues—that of Mazzini, erected in Cen- 
tral park in 1878, and the Garibaldi 
statue, erected in Washington square a 
few years later. 


The statue, of Holley, the civil engi- 


neer, was unveiled in 1890 by the civil 
engineers, and the telegraphers gave the 
statue of Professor Morse in Central 
park, which was erected in 1871. The 
German Singing societies contributed 
the statue of Beethoven erected in Cen- 
tral park in 1884, and the postmen fur- 
nished that of S. S. Cox, erected in Astor 
place. The Lincoln statue in Union 
square was erected by popular subsorip 
tion in 1865. The equestrian statue of 
George Washington on the same square 
is many years older. The latest statue 
of Washington was erected on the sub- 
treasury steps facing Broad street 
1889. There are three statues of illus 
trious Americans on Madison square 
proper, exclusive of the Worth monu- 
ment. They perpetuate the memories of 
Admiral Farragut, William H. Seward 
and Koscoe Conkling.—-New York Son.
